Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Clerk  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to 
cpay  to  the  order  of  the  proprietor  of  the  Georgetown  Courier  twenty-nine 
^dollars,  ($29),  for  advertising  (27  squares)  ordinance  in  relation  to  huckster’s 
-Snicense  and  Recorder’s  opinion,  and  fifty  copies  of  Courier,  as  per  bill  ren- 
wdered.  To  Wm.  T.  Duvall,  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollars  ($192,)  as 
er  his  bill  for  twelve  lamp  posts.  To  Morris  & Gladmon,  thirteen  dollars 
3),  as  per  their  bill  accompanied  by  proper  vouchers,  for  conveying  per- 
sons to  almshouse  and  insane  asylum.

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aC  AN  ORDINANCE  providing  for  lists  of  transfers  of  real  estate. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
v/  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Recorder  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
^authorized  and  requested  to  enter  into  contract  with  the  Register  of  Deeds, 
^and  the  Register  of  Wills  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  furnish  to  the 
S Clerk  of  this  Corporation,  or  any  other  officer  that  may  be  by  said  Corpora- 
tion hereafter  designated,  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  January,  in  each  and 
i2every  year,  correct  lists  of  the  transfers  of  real  estate  in  this  Corporation  during 
&the  next  preceding  twelve  weeks,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained  by  the  records  of 
Jjtheir  respective  offices,  for  a sum  not  to  exceed  twelve  and  a half  cents  for  each 
5- transfer  in  such  lists. 

•§  And  the  Clerk  of  this  Corporation  is  hereby,  authorized  to  pay  to'  said 
ap  Register  of  Deeds,  and  said  Register  of  Wills,  whatever  sum  may  be  agreed 
gupon  between  this  Corporation  and  said  parties,  to  be  paid  for  such  transfer 
« furnished  by  them  respectively,  said  sum  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  twelve 
Sand  a half  cents  for  each  transfer  upon  said  lists,  upon  presentation  of  proper 
©vouchers. 

CO  Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  said  transfers,  when  received, 
hall  be  noted  properly  upon  the  assessment  books  of  this  Corporation,  by 
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the  Tax  Collector,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  provide  proper  books  for 
such  lists  of  transfers.

A RESOLUTION  directing  the  Recorder  to  settle  the  liabilities  of  the  late  Tax  Collector. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Recorder  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  di- 
rected to  settle  with  the  sureties  of  Charles  D.  Welch,  late  Tax  Collector, 
for  the  year  1865,  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  of  the  said  Recorder, 
dated  December  23d,  1867,  and  to  collect  the  same  by  mutual  agreement, 
or  otherwise,  in  his  discretion : and  that  the  said  Recorder  be  authorized, 
and  he  is  further  directed,  to  accept  any  security  for  the  prospective  pay- 
ment of  the  liabilities  of  said  late  Tax  Collector,  for  years  other  than  1865, 
or  any  obligation  with  a view  to  such  prospective  payment.

AN  ORDINANCE  establishing  a Huckster  License. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  in  addition  to  the  Licenses  issued 
by  this  Corporation,  there  shall  be  issued  to  such  persons  as  shall  apply 
therefor,  a License  to  be  known  and  designated  a “Huckster's  License," 
which  License  shall  include  the  right  to  sell  the  following  named  articles, 
viz:  Fish,  Oysters,  Poultry,  Game,  Fruit,  Y egetables,  Butter,  Eggs,  Cheese, 
and  Salted  Meats,  within  and  without  the  Market  House  and  its  limits ; and 
the  sale  of  any  of  the  above  mentioned  articles  within  the  limits  of  this  Cor- 
poration is  hereby  forbidden,  except  under  a Huckster's  License,  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

Provided , that  this  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prohibit  keepers  of  restaurants,  duly  licensed,  from  selling  oysters  at  their 
places  of  business,  nor  regular  grocers  from  selling  salt  fish,  fruit,  potatoes, 
butter,  eggs,  cheese,  and  salted  or  smoked  meats,  who  have  obtained,  or  shall 
obtain  a general  license  under  the  laws  of  this  Corporation;  or  to  prohibit 
duly  licensed  commission  merchants  from  selling  at  wholesale,  any  of  the  ar- 
ticles enumerated  in  said  section  ; or  to  prohibit  country  dealers  from  selling 
at  their  proper  stands  in  the  market  house  limits,  during  market  hours,  or 
from  their  wagons  on  the  streets,  after  market  hours,  articles  of  their  own 
production,  or  by  them  reared,  raised  or  cultivated,  or  to  prohibit  free  sale 
of  fresh  fish  at  the  fish  warf. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  all  Huckster's  Licenses  taken  out 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  dollars  J 
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($15)  per  annum  for  a period  ef  not  less  than  three  (3)  months,  and  to  ex- 
pire on  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  and  payable  in 
advance,  which  said  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  rent 
or  purchase  money  of  a bench  or  stall  to  be  used  for  said  business  in  the 
Market  House,  at  which  said  bench  or  stall  alone,  shall  persons  obtaining 
licenses  under  this  ordinance,  be  allowed  to  sell  within  the  Market  House 
limits,  during  market  hours. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  the  sale  of  fresh  meats,  (other  than 
whole  slaughtered  hogs  in  their  season,  and  smoked  meats,)  shall  be  confined 
to  the  Market  House. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  any  person  or  persons  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five,  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars,  for  each  and  every  violation  thereof,  to  be  recovered  as 
fines  usually  are. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  the  License  known  as  the  Green  Gro- 
cers' License  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  abolished. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Market  Master,  or  any  police  officer  of  the  Metropolitan  police,  at  any  and 
all  times  to  enter  into  the  place  of  business  of  any  one  licensed  as  a hucks- 
ter, and  examine  and  inspect  the  articles  offered  for  sale  by  any  one  licensed 
as  a huckster  under  this  ordinance;  and  no  person  doing  business  as  a 
huckster  shall  keep  or  expose  for  sale  any  unwholesome  or  unsound  provis- 
ions of  any  kind  whatsoever,  or  place  or  keep  any  articles  deleterious  to 
health  or  in  any  manner  offensive  (of  which  said  Market  Master  or  police 
officer  shall  be  the  judge,)  in  their  place  of  business;  and  any  person  so 
offending,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  the  first  offence,  and  ten 
dollars  for  every  subsequent  offence,  and  upon  neglecting  or  refusing  to  re- 
move the  same  from  his  place  of  business,  or  from  exposure  to  sale,  on  the 
order  of  the  said  Market  Master  or  police  officer,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  additional  penalty  and  the  offensive  article  of  provisions 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  Corporation,  and  be  removed  under  the 
direction  of  the  said  Market  Master  or  police  officer.  Provided,  however, 
that  no  police  officer  shall  exercise  this  power  within  the  Market  House 
limits.  And  any  one  resisting  or  refusing  obedience  to  the  said  Market 
Master  or  police  officer  engaged  in  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  all  laws  or  ordinances  relating 
to  light  weights,  and  the  punishment  and  penalty  therefor,  are  hereby  made 
and  ordained  to  be  a part  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  said  Market  Master 
and  police  officers  are  hereby  directed,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  their 
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duty  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  one  doing  business  under  the  license 
provided  by  this  ordinance,  as  fully  as  the  same  are  now  enforced  within  the 
Market  House  and  its  limits. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  all  ordinances  or  resolutions,  or 
parts  thereof,  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
repealed.

A RESOLUTION  instructing  the  Committee  before  Congress. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Committee  representing  the  interests 
of  this  town  before  Congress  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  directed  to  remon- 
strate against  the  passage  of  the  bill  lately  introduced  in  Congress,  proposing 
the  granting  of  a charter  of  incorporation  to  the  Farmers’  and  Butchers’ 
Company.

A RESOLUTION  authorizing  the  Clerk  to  rent  certain  Stalls. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Clerk  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  author- 
ized in  his  discretion,  to  rent  any  of  the  Stalls  in  the  new  Market  House, 
heretofore  appropriated  for  dealers  in  butter,  for  any  other  purpose  not  ex- 
pressly forbidden  by  law. 

Approved  January  10,  1868. 

AN  ORDINANCE  relating  to  tho  duties  of  the  Tax  Collector  and  Clerk. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetoicn , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person 
elected  Tax  Collector  of  this  Corporation,  within  ten  days  after  his  election 
and  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  lodge  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Corporation  his  bond  in  the  penalty  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  or  such 
other  penalty  as  may  hereafter,  from  time  to  time  be  required,  with  security 
to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Recorder,  conditioned  for  the  diligent  and 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  Collector  of  Taxes,  and  for  the  punc- 
tual payment  to  the  Corporation  of  all  monies  that  shall  be  collected  by  him 
under  any  ordinance  that  may  be  passed  by  this  Corporation. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Collector  of  Taxes  shall 
open  and  keep  regularly  a set  of  books,  in  accordance  with  the  forms  here- 
with submitted  and  annexed,  which  books  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  Clerk 
out  of  his  contingent  fund,  and  shall  be  deemed  public  property  and  at  all 
times  open  to  public  inspection,  as  other  b oks  connected  with  the  assess- 
ment and  taxing  of  property. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Clerk  shall  make  out  and 
deliver  to  the  Collector  the  taxes  levied  under  any  ordinance  of  this  Corpo- 
ration, within  two  weeks  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  levying  said  tax, 
and  take  the  Collector's  receipt  therefor,  provided,  however,  that  the  Collec- 
tor's bond  has  been  previously  lodged  with  him,  duly  qualified,  and  not 
otherwise;  and  in  every  instance  where  the  taxes  levied  under  any  ordi- 
nance, (except  those  specially  provided  for,)  shall  remain  unpaid  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  of  the  year  for  which  they  are  levied,  the  Col- 
lector is  hereby  authorised  and  required  to  proceed  to  enforee  the  payment 
of  said  taxes,  by  the  sale  of  said  real  or  personal  estate  of  the  delinquent 
tax  payer,  (or  both  at  his  discretion,)  according  to  the  requirements  of  the 
charter  and  laws  of  this  Corporation. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Col- 
lector, before  he  sells  any  personal  property  distrained  for  taxes,  to  give  ten 
days  previous  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  also  to  serve  a notice  on  the  party  whose  goods  are  distrained,  if  to  be 
found  by  him  within  the  town,  or  the  agent  of  such  owner,  or  on  the  party 
in  whose  possession  said  goods  to  be  distrained  may  be,  of  the  time  and  place 
of  sale,  and  the  amount  of  each  of  the  taxes  levied,  due,  and  for  which  the 
distrain  is  made. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  before  he  shall  sell  any  lot  or 
lots,  or  parts  of  lots,  for  taxes,  the  course  of  his  proceeding  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: He  shall  advertise  the  property  for  public  sale  in  some  newspaper 
printed  and  published  in  Georgetown,  or,  if  there  be  none  such,  then  in  a 
newspaper  printed  and  published  in  Washington  City,  once  a week  for 
twelve  successive  weeks  pre  ious  to  the  day  of  sale,  and  in  the  advertise- 
ment shall  be  stated  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  the  number  of  lot  or  lots,  or 
parts  of  lots  of  ground  intended  to  be  sold,  the  value  thereof,  and  the  amount 
of  each  of  the  taxes  due  and  owing  thereon ; also,  the  names  of  the  persons 
to  whom  the  same  are  respectively  assessed;  and,  if  before  the  day  of  sale 
advertised  as  aforesaid,  the  owner,  his  or  her  agent,  or  attorney,  shall  not 
pay  the  amount  of  each  of  the  taxes  levied,  with  all  costs  thereon  assessed, 
the  said  Collector  shall  sell  the  said  lot  or  lots,  or  parts  therof,  or  as  many 
as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  said  taxes,  for  cash,  to  the  highest  bidder,  and  a 
certificate  shall  be  issued  by  the  Collector,  setting  forth  that  such  person  is 
the  purchaser,  and  the  amount  paid  by  him.)  And  if,  at  or  before  the  expira- 
tion of  twelve  months  from  the  day  of  sale,  the  owner  shall  not  appear  and 
pay  to  the  Collector,  the  Mayor,  or  to  the  purchaser,  the  amount  of  each  of 
the  said  taxes  and  costs,  and  each  of.  the  said  taxes  accruing  subsequent  to 
sale,  and  ten  per  cent,  interest  on  the  purchase  money,  it  shall  and  may  be 
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lawful  for  the  Mayor,  and  he  is  hereby  required,  at  the  expiration  of  said 
time,  to  convey  the  title  in  fee  simple  of  said  property  to  the  purchaser,  by 
deed  under  his  hand,  and  the  seal  of  the  Corporation,  and  the  Collector  is 
hereby  directed  to  keep  a record  of  all  tax  sales  made  by  him,  which  said 
record  shall  show  the  description  of  the  property  sold,  in  whose  name 
assessed,  the  amount  of  tax  for  which  sold,  the  amount  of  purchase  money, 
the  name  of  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  the  year  or  years  for  which 
the  taxes  are  due,  whether  and  when  redeemed,  and  whether  and  when 
deeded. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  f urther  ordained , That  when  any  of  the  taxes  levied 
are  due  by  the  same  person,  on  more  than  one  lot  or  lots,  or  parts  of  lots, 
and  the  said  lot  or  lots,  or  parts  of  lots  shall  be  offered  for  sale  as  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  advertise  and  sell  for  the  sum  of  the 
taxes  due  on  the  whole  number  of  lots,  or  parts  of  lots  at  the  same  time,  but 
he  shall  sell  no  more  of  the  said  lots  or  parts  of  lots,  than  may  be  sufficient 
to  raise  the  whole  amount  of  taxes  levied,  and  in  arrears,  and  due,  with  the 
expenses  of  the  collection  thereof,  which  shall  include  but  one  execution 
fee,  which  fee,  with  all  the  other  expenses  of  distress,  advertisement,  and 
sale,  shall  be  raised  and  paid  out  of  the  property  sold,  in  the  same  manner 
and  at  the  same  time  the  taxes  levied  are  raised  and  paid. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That  the  Collector,  in  every  instance 
of  distrain  of  personal  property  for  any  taxes  levied,  or,  whether  or  not  he 
shall  make  sale,  be  authorized  to  charge  for  his  cost  and  trouble,  as  well 
as  the  fee  of  one  dollar  as  a commission  of  five  per  cent,  on  the 
amount  of  taxes  in  arrear,  to  be  included  and  recovered  in  like  manner  with 
the  taxes,  and  as  an  expense  incident  thereto,  and  in  every  case  of  adver- 
tisement of  real  property  for  sale  for  said  taxes  in  arrears,  and  whether  or 
not  a sale  shall  be  made,  the  said  Collector,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  one 
dollar,  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  for  his  cost  and  trouble,  a commission  of 
two  and  a half  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  sum  of  the  taxes  levied,  to  be 
included  and  recovered  in  like  manner  with  the  said  taxes  in  arrears,  and 
as  an  expense  incident  thereto.  And  in  no  future  case  of  distress  of  per- 
sonal property  for  the  taxes  levied,  shall  it  be  required  of  the  Collector  to 
give  personal  notice  thereof  to  any  other  owners  than  such  as  reside  within 
the  limits  of  the  town,  and  have  actual  possession  of  the  property  distrained 
at  the  time  of  such  distrain,  any  ordinance  of  this  Corporation  notwithstand- 
ing. And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  for  the  time  being,  to  pro- 
cure a copy  of  each  newspaper  in  which  a tax  sale  of  real  estate  shall  be 
hereafter  advertised  by  him,  for  every  day  on  which  such  advertisement 
shall  appear,  and  to  return  said  papers  with  his  report  of  sale  to  the  Clerk 
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of  the  Corporation,  who  shall  allow  him  the  necessary  cost  thereof  in  the 
settlement  of  his  accounts,  and  shall  cause  the  said  papers  to  be  carefully 
preserved  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Tax 
Collector  to  pay  over  daily  to  the  Clerk  the  net  proceeds  of  all  taxes  col- 
lected by  him,  and  also  to  furnish  the  Cleik  with  the  amounts  to  be  cred- 
ited to  each  distinct  tax.  And  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Tax  Col- 
lector to  make  to  the  Clerk,  within  ten  days  after  April  1st,  July  1st,  Oc- 
tober 1st,  and  January  1st  of  each  year,  a report  of  the  gross  amount  of 
taxes  collected  and  paid  over  by  him  to  said  clerk  within  the  quarter  year 
past,  with  amount  of  deductions  authorized  by  any  ordinance  for  prompt 
payment  of  taxes,  and  claimed  by  said  Collector,  which  discounts  shall  not 
be  allowed  by  the  Clerk  upon  any  moneys  not  actually  paid  over  to  him  by 
the  Collector  on  the  days,  or  within  the  time  allowed  in  the  ordinance  grant- 
ing said  discounts. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Collector  shall  settle  the 
final  account  of  his  collections  with  the  Clerk  of  this  Corporation  by  the 
1st  day  ol  June,  in  the  year  next  ensuing  that  in  which  said  taxes  shall  be 
levied,  in  default  of  which,  the  Collector  shall  be  reported  by  the  Clerk  to 
the  Recorder  for  suit,  and  shall  be  sued  forthwith,  for  any  deficiency  not 
paid  over,  and  shall  be  chargeable  with  interest  on  the  same,  from  the  said 
last  mentioned  day. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  no  Collector  who  shall  fail  to 
make  a final  settlement  of  all  taxes  which  shall  be  placed  in  his  hands  for 
collection,  by  the  end  of  the  year  next  ensuing  that  in  which  they  shall  be 
placed  in  his  hands,  shall  thereafter  be  again  eligible  to  office,  until  such  final 
settlement  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Collector  of  Taxes,  to  give  public  notice  by  advertisement  in  some  news- 
paper printed  and  published  in  Georgetown,  or,  if  there  be  none  such,  then 
in  a newspaper  printed  and  published  in  Washington  City,  of  the  date  of 
expiration  of  the  year  limited  in  Section  5 of  this  ordinance,  when  pur- 
chasers at  tax  sales  become  entitled  to  deeds  from  the  Mayor  for  the  lots  by 
them  purchased,  which  advertisement  shall  be  published  not  less  than  twice 
a week  for  two  weeks  next  before  the  period  when  such  deeds  shall  become 
due,  and  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  party  to  whom  the  property  is  as- 
sessed or  in  whose  name  the  same  was  sold,  together  with  a description  of 
the  property,  with  the  amount  of  taxes  and  expenses  necessary  to  redeem 
the  same,  including  the  expense  of  the  advertisement  hereby  required,  and 
upon  the  payment  by  any  party,  of  said  amount  of  taxes  and  expenses,  the 
sale  shall  be  cancelled. 
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Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  all  ordinances  or  resolutions, 
or  parts  thereof,  which  are  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  this  ordinance  shall  take 
effect  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  January,  1868.

A RESOLUTION  granting  the  use  of  the  Market  House  Hall. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  use  of  the  Market  House  Hall  be,  and 
is  hereby,  granted  to  ‘‘The  Catholic  Beneficial  Total  Abstinence  Society”  of 
Georgetown,  on  the  night  of  the  30th  January,  1868,  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  a ball;  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the 
poor  of  Georgetown,  as  expressed  in  the  memorial  of  John  L.  Love  and 
others,  committee. 

Approved  January  17,  186S. 

A RESOLUTION  to  lay  a Flag  Footway. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  in  lieu  of  the  flag  footway  directed 
to  be  placed  across  Frederick  street,  on  the  north  line  of  Second  street,  by 
“resolution  approved  November  22d,  1867,”  the  Street  Commissioner  be  di- 
rected to  have  one  placed  across  Bank  alley,  on  the  north  line  of  Bridge 
street. 

Approved  January  17,  1868.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  estabiish  and  regulate  Branch  Markets. 

Whereas,  it  is  a chartered  right  of  this  Corporation  to  ‘‘establish  and  reg- 
ulate Markets,”  and,  by  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this 
District,  this  includes  the  right  to  ordain  where,  when,  and  how  such  Mar- 
kets should  be  held,  and  the  duty  to  provide  that  they  should  not  become 
nuisances  to  the  neighborhood,  and  that  no  unsound  and  unwholesome  food 
should  be  exposed  for  sale  therein. 

And  whereas  the  location  of  the  “new  Market  House”  in  the  centre  of 
the  third,  or  southwest  precinct  of  the  town,  is  inconvenient  to  the  residents 
of  the  other  precincts,  and  the  establishment  and  regulation  of  branch  Mar- 
kets in  those  more,  remote  precincts  would  greatly  promote  the  convenience 
of  the  citizens  resident  therein  ; therefore 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  this  Corporation  will  establish  such 
branch  Markets  in  any  part  of  the  first  (1st),  second  (2d),  and  fourth  (4th), 
precincts  of  this  town,  whenever  petitioned  thus  to  do  by  any  responsible 
party,  whose  memorial  designates  the  number  and  street  where  the  said  pe- 
titioner desires  such  branch  Market  to  be  established,  and  contains  the 
written  assent  thereto  of  all  the  housekeepers  and  owners  of  property  within 
sixty  (60)  feet  of  either  side  of  proposed  branch  Market. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  all  articles  of  food  that  may  be  law- 
fully sold  within  the  “ new  Market  House,”  may  be  lawfully  sold  at  all 
times,  except  Sundays,  by  the  person  or  party  duly  licensed  so  to  do  within 
said  branch  Market  which  may  be  hereafter  established  by  this  Corporation 
in  accordance  with  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  the  license  to  open  and  keep  a 
branch  Market  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  three  months,  and  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  April,  July,  and  October,  and  shall  be  payable  in  advance. 

Sec,  4.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  all  moneys  received  by  this  Corpora- 
tion from  the  license  to  hucksters,  and  from  persons  licensed  under  this  ordi- 
nance to  keep  branch  Markets,  be  placed  by  the  Clerk  to  the  credit  of  the 
Market  House  debt,  and  be  applied  by  him,  according  to  law,  to  the  reduc- 
tion and  extinction  of  said  debt  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  when  any  petition,  thus  signed  as 
aforesaid,  is  approved  by  this  Corporation,  the  Clerk  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  directed  to  issue  to  such  person  or  party  a license  to  open 
and  keep  a branch  Market;  said  license  to  designate  the  time  for  which  said 
license  is  given,  the  name  of  the  person  or  party  thus  licensed;  the  place  or 
the  number  and  street  where  said  branch  Market  shall  be  established,  and 
shall  confer  authority  to  open  and  keep  said  branch  Market  only  upon  the 
party  and  in  the  place  named  and  none  other,  and  shall  not  be  transferable 
to  any  other  party  or  place  whatever,  without  the  previous  assent  of  this 
Corporation,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  party  to  whom  said 
license  may  have  been  issued,  to  carry  on  business  under  such  license  at  any 
other  place  than  that  designated  therein,  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son or  party  to  carry  on  business  under  any  said  license  issued  in  the  name 
of  any  other  person,  under  a penalty  of  forfeiture  of  said  license,  and  a fine 
of  not  less  than  five  (5)  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty  (20)  dollars  for  each 
and  every  offence,  to  be  recovered  as  fines  usually  are. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  all  such  branch  Markets  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  inspection  and  regulations  that  are  contained  in  sections

six  (6)  and  seven  (7)  of  “an  ordinance  establishing  a hucksters’  license/5" 
approved  January  10, 1868;  which  said  sections  are  re-enacted  as,  and  made 
a part  of  this  ordinance,  substituting  the  words  “ keeper  of  any  branch 
Market”  for  the  word  “ huckster,”  wherever  it  occurs  in  said  sixth  (6)  sec- 
tion of  the  ordinance  aforesaid. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  whenever  any  party,  licensed  under 
this  ordinance  to  open  and  keep  a branch  Market,  shall  be  complained  against 
by  the  neighborhood  or  by  the  proper  health  officer,  for  allowing  any  nuis- 
ance in  said  branch  Market,  and  shall  not  immediately  abate  said  nuisance, 
the  license  hereby  ordained  shall  be  revocable  by  this  Corporation,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  section  six  (6)  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  all  ordinances  or  resolutions,  or 
parts  thereof,  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby 
repealed.

A RESOLUTION  for  the  relief  of  the  Destitute  Poor  of  the  Town.

and  imposed  a direct  tax  of  seventy  cents  on  each  and  every  one  hundred 
dollars  of  the  assessed  value  of  real  and  personal  property,  as  the  same  stands 
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valued  and  assessed  at  this  time  on  the  books  of  assessment  now  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation ; and,  also,  there  shall  be,  and 
hereby  is,  levied  an  additional  special  tax  of  five  cents  for  the  Metropolitan 
Railroad  debt,  fifteen  cents  for  the  gas  tax,  and  twenty-seven  cents  for  addi- 
tional compensation  to  the  Metropolitan  Police  force,  all  on  each  and  every  one 
hundred  dollars  of  the  assessed  value  of  real  and  personal  property,  as  the 
same  stands  valued  on  the  books  aforesaid,  excepting  in  each  instance,  pub- 
lic burying  grounds,  the  Female  Orphan  Asylum,  and  houses  of  public  wor- 
ship. And  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  is  hereby  directed  to  keep  separate 
accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  general  and  special  direct 
taxes  hereby  levied,  and  to  apply  the  five  cents  for  Metropolitan  Railroad 
debt  according  to  the  provisions  of  a law  of  Congress,  entitled  “ An  act  au- 
thorizing the  corporate  authorities  of  Georgetown  to  impose  additional  taxes, 
and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  March  2,  1865 ; and  the  twenty-seven 
cents  (27  c.)  for  additional  compensation  to  the  Metropolitan  Police,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  Congress,  being  the  General  Appropriation 
Bill,  approved  June  28,  1864,  and  an  act  approved  Nov.  23, 1866,  arid  to  no 
other  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  so  much  of  sections  3,  4,  5,  6, 
7,  8,  9,  10,  and  11,  of  an  ordinance  relating  to  the  duties  of,  Tax  Collector, 
approved  January  17,  1868,  and  also  sections  8 and  9 of  an  ordinance  levy- 
ing general,  special  and  direct  taxes  for  the  year  1863,  and  providing  for 
early  payments,  and  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  as  applies  to  and  not 
inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  is  hereby  made  and  ordained  as  part  of  this 
ordinance,  substituting  the  year  1868  for  1863. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  collector  of  the  taxes  hereby 
imposed  shall,  on  the  closing  of  the  respective  accounts,  be  allowed  a com- 
pensation for  his  services  of  four  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  the  tax  levied, 
any  ordinance  or  part  of  an  ordinance  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  complete  the  Improvement  of  Congress  Street. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Street  Commissioner  is  hereby 
directed  to  cause  the  curbstone  to  be  set  and  the  gutter  to  be  laid,  on  the 
east  side  of  Congress  street,  between  West  street  and  Stoddart  street,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  grade,  and  on  the  line  of  said  street,  removing  all  obstruc- 
tions to  his  work. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  there  be,  and  is  hereby,  levied  and 
imposed,  a further  tax  of  eight  cents  per  front  foot  on  all  the  lots  or  parts  of 
lots  of  ground  fronting  on  each  side  of  said  street  between  West  and  Road 
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streets,  for  tlie  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  thereof.  And  the  Collec- 
tor of  Taxes  is  hereby  directed  to  collect  the  same  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  June,  1868,  and  if  not  paid  by  that  date,  he  shall  proceed  to  enforce  the

completed.

Where  the  purchase  money  exceeds  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  the  purchaser  may,  at  his  option,  either  pay  cash,  or  one-third  cash, 
and  the  balance  in  one,  two,  or  three  years,  with  interest  from  date,  the  dif- 
ferent payments  to  be  considered  as  secured  upon  the  stalls  sold,  and  on 
condition  that  the  stalls  sold  shall  be  repossessed  by  the  Corporation  in  case 
ol  default  in  the  payment  of  either  of  the  notes  to  be  given  by  said  pur- 
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chaser  at  the  time  of  sale ; said  Committee  reserving  one  bid  only  upon 
each  stall  as  the  minimum  price,  which  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  said  Com- 
mittee, subject  to  an  annual  rent  of  forty  dollars  for  each  single  stall,  and 
payable  yearly  in  advance,  said  stalls  to  be  regularly  numbered ; provided 
ithat  in  no  case  shall  any  one  person  be,  directly  or  indirectly,  interested  in 
more  than  two  double  stalls  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

•Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  after  the  stalls  shall  have  been 
offered  as  aforesaid,  and  not  sold,  the  same  shall  be  sold  for  the  term  of  one 
year  to  the  highest  bidder,  for  cash,  subject  to  the  same  annual  rent  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  ; provided  that  in  no  case  shall  any  one  person  purchase 
for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  rent  more  than  a double  huckster’s  stall. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  any  stall  not  sold  or  rented  a.v 
aforesaid,  shall  not  be  occupied  without  first  obtaining  a permit  so  to  do, 
from  the  Clerk,  at  such  rent  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Mayor  and 
Clerk,  not,  however,  for  a less  sum  than  forty  dollars  a year,  payable  yearly 
In  advance;  and  provided  that  in  case  default  be  made  in  the  payment  or 
any  rent  when  due,  under  this  or  other  sections,  the  stalls  shall  be  again 
rented  by  the  Corporation.

And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  money  thus  collected  shall 
be  applied  to  pay  the  expenses  of  curbing,  grading,  and  laying  sidewalk  on 
the  south  side  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  extended,  from  Bridge  street  to 
Aqueduct  Bridge,  and  curbing,  grading,  and  laying  sidewalk  on  the  north 
side  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  extended,  from  Aqueduct  Bridge  to  the  inter- 
section of  Montgomery  street,  and  on  the  east  side  of  Montgomery  street  to 
connect  with  flag  footway  that  crosses  Bridge  street,  as  also,  stone  steps  at 
the  intersection  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  extended  and  Montgomery  street. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained l,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  have  the  above  work  done  by  contract,  to  the  lowest  bidder ; 
Provided , That  the  said  contract  be  submitted  to  the  two  Boards  for  ap- 
proval, reserving  twenty  per  cent,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  same; 
the  work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Streets  of  the  Board  of  Common  Councils,  and  the  Clerk  is  hereby 
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directed  to  pay  to  the  order  of  the  Mayor,  when  accompanied  by  proper 
vouchers  for  the  prosecution  and  completion  of  the  work  described  in  this 
ordinance.  .

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  Georgetown,  That  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  John 
Gibbons  and  Alexander  Giles  to  open  the  street  in  front  of  their  premises, 
on  the  north  side  of  Bridge  street,  between  Green  and  Montgomery  streets,

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board,  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
balance  of  expenses  incurred  upon  the  opening  and  improvement  of  Fifth 
street,  by  an  ordinance  entitled  il  An  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  part 
of  Fifth  street,”  approved  August  9,  1867,  a further  tax  of  twenty-six  (26) 
cents  per  front  foot  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  levied  and  imposed  on  all 
lots  and  parts  of  lots  of  ground  fronting  on  each  side  of  Fifth  street,  between 
High  street  and  Frederick  street. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  f urther  ordained , That,  immediately  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  shall  furnish  the  Collector 
of  Taxes  with  the  list  of  all  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  of  ground  on  said  street, 
with  the  number  of  front  feet  of  each,  and  the  names  of  the  parties  to  whom 
they  are  assessed,  who  shall  proceed  according  to  the  charter  and  laws  of  the 
town,  to  collect  the  same,  and  pay  the  same  as  collected  over  to  the  Clerk, 
reserving  four  per  centum  as  his  commission  for  the  tax  levied,  and  the 
former  tax  of  one  dollar  per  front  foot  on  said  street,  levied  and  imposed  by 
ordinance,  approved  August  9,  1867,  which  is  hereby  allowed,  and  closing 
his  account  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  July  next,  and  the  amount  thus 
paid  over  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  held  by  him,  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
Street  Commissioner,  for  the  payment  of  the  claim  due  the  contractor  on 
said  street. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Collector  shall,  within  ten 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  deliver  to  the  said  owners  or  their 
agents  a bill  of  his,  her,  or  their  taxes  hereby  levied,  and  demand  payment 
thereof,  and  if  not  paid  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  August  next  he  shall 
proceed  to  enforce  the  payment  thereof,  in  conformity  with  the  charter  and 
laws  of  the  town  for  such  cases  made  and  provided.

AN  ORDINANCE  postponing  the  improvements  to  the  sidewalks  of  Eighth  street. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Commissioner  of  Streets  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  postpone  the  work  upon  the  improvements  to 
the  sidewalks  of  Eighth  street,  as  directed  by  ordinance  approved  August 
16,  1867,  and  a supplement  to  the  same  ordinance  approved  November  22, 
1867,  until  the  first  day  of  August,  1868,  at  which  time,  if  the  owners  of 
the  lots  bordering  thereon  fail  to  comply  with  the  law,  then  he  shall  pro- 
ceed without  delay  to  have  the  sidewalks  thereon  paved  to  the  full  width 
where  improved,  and  to  the  width  of  six  feet  where  unimproved.

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  instructed  to  receive  proposals  for  keeping  in  repair  all  the 
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public  gas  lamps  of  tbe  town,  and  be  is  also  authorized  and  instructed  to 
enter  into  a written  contract  with  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  for  the 
same,  for  the  space  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  reception  of  said 
proposals. 

Resolved  further , That  the  contract  hereby  authorized  be  prepared  by  the 
Recorder,  empowering  the  Mayor,  in  failure  of  the  contractor  to  fulfil  the 
contract,  to  procure  the  work  to  be  done  by  any  other  party,  and  charge  the 
cost  thereof  to  the  contractor  as  liquidated  damages.

And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  grade  of  said  street  be  fixed 
and  established  by  the  proper  authorities  of  the  Corporation,  and  giving  the 
surface  line  of  the  proper  grade,  and  also  a map  of  the  proposed  extension, 
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showing  the  lots  through  which  such  extension  is  to  run,  and  the  number  of 
front  feet  bordering  thereon,  together  with  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom 
the  same  may  be  assessed. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  |

centum  on  the  amount  collected  as  his  compensation ; Provided , That  the 
whole  of  the  said  tax  necessary  to  complete  the  work,  shall  be  collected  by  , 
the  first  day  of  September,  1868 ; in  failure  whereof,  the  Collector  is 
hereby  directed  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the 
charter  and  laws  of  the  town. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  money  thus  collected  shall 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  expense  incurred  in  grading,  curbing  J 
guttering,  and  gravelling  said  street,  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  the  work  to 
be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  by  the  Mayor ; the  work  to  be j 
done  under  the  supervision  of,  and  the  money  to  be  paid  to  the  contractor 
on  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  of  the  Board  of ! 
Common  Council,  as  the  work  progresses,  reserving  twenty  per  centum  of 
the  amount  due  until  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  ; and  the  said 
chairman  is  hereby  directed  to  have  the  said  work  done  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable, in  his  discretion — not  later  than  the  first  day  ot  November,  1868,; 
and  to  render  his  accounts  for  the  same  to  the  Clerk  within  ten  days  there-! 
after ; and  he  shall  receive  the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  day  for  his  services  j 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  all  ordinances  and  resolutions 
in  relation  to  the  opening  of  Stoddard  street,  between  Congress  and  High! 
streets,  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  J 
repealed.

charter  of  the  town,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Clerk  as  collected,  re- 
taining four  per  cent,  as  his  commission,  which  is  hereby  allowed,  and  closing 
his  accounts  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  next  ensuing. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  money  thus  collected  shall 
be  applied  to  paying  the  expenses  of  gravelling  Seventh  street,  from  High 
to  Fayette  street. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  have  the  above  work  done,  either  by  day’s  work  or  contract, 
whichever  in  his  judgment  he  may  think  the  most  advantageous;  the  gravel 
to  be  nine  inches  in  the  centre,  sloped  off  to  four  inches  at  the  gutter  line, 
and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  to  the  order  of  the  Mayor,  under 
whose  direction  the  work  shall  be  done,  when  accompanied  by  proper 
vouchers.

butchers,  hucksters,  green  grocers,  and  country  dealers,  (except  in  live 
stock,)  and  any  person  or  persons  so  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  not  less  than  five  ($5)  nor  more  than  twenty 
dollars  ($20)  for  each  and  every  offence ; provided,  that  this  section  shall  not 
be  construed  to  prevent  said  country  dealers,  or  licensed  dealers,  from  retail- 
ing their  produce  to  citizens,  for  their  own  consumption,  within  the  market 
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house  limits,  and  market  hours,  nor  to  prevent  them  from  selling  at  whole- 
sale, or  otherwise,  to  dealers  or  other  persons,  outside  the  market  hours,  in 
any  part  of  the  town.

four  per  cent,  as  his  commission  for  the  collection  of  said  taxes. 

And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  to 
the  order  of  the  Mayor,  out  of  the  general  fund,  when  proper  vouchers  are 
presented,  for  the  above  work.

constitute  a fund  for  the  support  of  said  public  schools,  and  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Clerk  to  the  order  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians of  the  Public  Schools. 
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Sec.  2.  JjicZ  te  it  farther  ordained , That  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the 
Public  Schools  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  have  erected  such 
building  or  buildings  (at  such  point  or  points  as  they  may  deem  most  eligi- 
ble) as  will  meet  and  accommodate  the  wants  for  public  school  education, 
now  pressing  upon  them. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That  in  order  to  pay  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  proposed  in  this  ordinance,  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  issue  the  stock  of  this  Corporation,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  this  Corporation 
within  fifteen  years,  the  whole  amount  so  issued  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand 
dollars,  ($10,000.)  the  proceeds  of  said  stock  to  be  paid  by  the  Clerk  to  the 
order  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the 
Public  Schools. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That  all  stock  issued  under  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  issued  in  sums  to  suit  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  with 
interest,  payable  quarter  yearly,  said  interest  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  tax  levied  by  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That  for  the  redemption  of  this  stock 
the  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  reserve  five  per  cent,  of  said  tax  annually, 
and  when  said  reservation  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
($1,000,)  the  Clerk  will  redeem  the  stock  to  that  amount  in  the  following 
manner,  or  in  any  other  manner  deemed  advisable  by  the  Clerk  : Each  certi- 
ficate of  stock  shall  be  numbered  from  one  upwards,  and  whenever  the  Clerk 
is  prepared  to  redeem  any  of  said  stock  lie  shall  have  all  the  numbers 
placed  together  and  employ  some  disinterested  person  to  draw  as  many 
numbers  as  he  may  have  money  to  redeem  with,  and  so  continue  from  time 
to  time  with  the  remainder  of  the  numbers  until  the  whole  stock  is  redeem- 
ed, and  for  each  number  drawn  the  Clerk  shall  notify  the  owner  of  said 
number  or  numbers  that  the  interest  will  cease  and  determine  at  the  expi- 
ration of  the  current  quarter,  and  to  meet  the  interest  which  may  fall  due, 
in  the  interval  of  the  issue  of  and  the  collection  of  the  tax,  the  Clerk  is  au- 
thorized to  pay  the  same  from  the  general  fund,  to  be  reimbursed  from  said 
tax.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  section  one  (1)  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  “An  Ordinance  to  purchase  a Steam  Fire  Engine,  and  to  organize 
the  Fire  Department  in  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown,7’  appr  v-:d  July 
27th,  1866,  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  the  Board  of  F 
sioners  shall  consist  of  the  Mayor  and  one  member  from  each  p 
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town,  and  one  from  the  town  at  large ; and  that  all  of  the  said  first  (1st) 
section  of  the  above-named  ordinance  not  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  continued  in  full  force. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  this  amendment  to  the  general 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  (1st)  Monday  in  January  next  ensu- 
ing, after  the  passage  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  all  laws,  or  parts  of  laws,  incon- 
sistent herewith,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January 
next,  no  license  for  the  sale  of  Wine,  Whiskey,  Brandy,  Gin,  Cider  or  Beer, 
or  any  other  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  in  less  quantity  than  a pint, 
shall  be  issued  for  less  than  one  year. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  all  licenses  to  sell  liquors  by  the 
small,  or  less  than  a pint,  shall  be  at  a cost  not  less  than  at  the  rate  of  one 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  shall  terminate  on  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1869,  and  on  the  31st  day  of  December  for  each  succeeding  year. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  no  person  shall  sell  any  of  the 
above-named  articles  without  the  before-mentioned  license,  and  any  person  vio- 
lating this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  collected  as  ail  other  fines  for  violation  of 
ordinances  of  this  Corporation. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  incon- 
sistent with  this  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  requested  to  procure  and  furnish  an  overcoat  to  each  of  the 
following  “active  men,”  of  the  Fire  Department,  viz. : S.  R.  Swann,  Lewis 
Kauf,  Edward  Rhodes,  James  Norris,  Edward  Pettit,  A.  T.  Sturgis,  B.  F. 
Harper,  J,  T.  Graves,  James  Cleveland,  and  John  Houghton  ; said  coats 
not  to  cost  more  than  twenty  dollars  each. 

And  the  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  to  the  order  of  the  Mayor  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  pur- 
chase the  said  overcoats,  and  to  deduct  the  sum  of  four  dollars  from  the 
monthly  pay  of  the  above  named  “active  men  ” until  the  amount  expended 
for  the  said  coats  shall  have  been  refunded.
